approval. Leino said he was forced 
to do so by the Russian control 
commission.

been severely criticized for his 
alleged attempts to place Commu- 
nists in all high offices of the 
interior police in a plan to make 
the police a weapon of Commu- 
nist policy,

‘FOR REDS: FEDERAL 
OFFICIAL QUITS 


Commerce Department 
Man Says He Broke 
With Her Over Her Ac- 


tion Last January. 


WASHINGTON, May 22 (AP)— 
Federal officialg with “known red 
relatives” were urged today by 
Representative Crawford (Rep.), 
Michigan, to follow the example of 
John C. Virden who yesterday re- 
signed his Commerce Department 
post, 

Virden’s action came after dis- 
closure that his 22-year-old daugh- 
ter, Euphemia; works for Tass, the 
Russian news agency. Virden quit 
as head of the Office of Industry 
Co-operation, although he said he 
had broken with his daughter over 
her employment by Tass. 

“The Virden case is indeed trag- 
ic,” Crawford said in a statement. 
But he added: “It may well open 
up a new field for consideration as 
to whether there are others in 
high government service who simi- 
larly have members of their fami- 
lies on the payrolls of the Moscow 
8 or one of its fronts

“Federal officials having known 
red relatives. . will save them- 
selves and their Government em- 
barrassment by removing them- 
selves,” 

Praise for Virden. 

Secretary of Commerce Sawyer 
praised Virden highly and refused 
Crawford’s request that he ask the 

official to quit. But the Cleveland 
industrialist insisted on leaving, 
remaining only long — to 
break iff a successor. 

Sawyer, himself the dather of 
two girls and three boys, posed a 
basic n: To what extent is 

a father his 22-Year-old daughter’s 
Leer! Or, as he wrote Repre- 
sentative Crawford: 

“Does à man of good qualities 
and record become unfit for public] a 
service because his daughter, 
against his wishes and to his great 
regret and dismay, has decided to 
associate herself with a Commu- 
nist group? 

“To me the answer is clear— 
he is in no way disqualified. 

“The exposure of this difficult 
family situation by the publica- 
tion of your letter presents a 
problem to Mr. Virden which is 
nothing.short of tragic. 

“I ghall ask him to remain, but

Sawyer made public Virden’s 
letter of resignation along with 
Virden’s explanation that he “had 
a complete break” with his daugh- 
ter last January when she accept- 

ed the Tass job. 

She is employed as a teletypist 
in the Tass Washington office. 
She worked at a Bloomfield (N.J.) 
equipment factory a few months 
before joining Tass last January. 

“It happens that I have been 
almost violent anti-athiest-Marx- 
ist for many years,” Virden said,

ical for a member of my family 
to be interested is the Marxist 
type of philosophy.”

“Even some of the Democrats 
don’t want that,” a House spokes- 
man said, “There are some other 
things in the bill, too, that we 
don’t like, but we can work them 
out without trouble.”

One Way to Get Stockpiles 


In spite of repeated warnings and many false 
starts, the last war caught this country with vir- 
tually no stockpiles of strategic materials, Now 
stockpiling is being talked again as a measure 
of preparedness, but again precious little is be- 
ing done about it, . 

‘Military reserves of strategic metals like cop- 
per, lead, zinc and manganese are particularly 
needed. But there is not enough of these ma- 
terials to meet peacetime uses, and Washington 
seems to lack the determination required to limit 
consumption in order to build stockpiles. 

One possible means of meeting the situation 
is to subsidize the production in marginal mines 
of copper, lead, zinc and the other metals which 
would be required ‘in war. The whole output 
thus obtained would be earmarked for military 
stockpiles. The House subcommittee on min- 


int has approved such à bill. 


Industrial subsidies, generally speaking, are 
an evil. In time of secure peace, no defense 
could be made of the metals subsidy bill. But 
this is not a time of secure peace. It is a time 
of preparedness and stockpiling is essential. Un- 
less someone can come up with a better way 
of accumulating military reserves of the metals 
concerned, the subsidy bill ought to be passed.

OR generations sour cream 
F has had the reputation for per- 

forming wonders in cooking. 
We all know folks who can simply 
drool as they describe those won- 
derful doughnuts, salad dressings, 
cakes and cookies that some good 
old friend or relative used to 
make down on the farm. Those 
farm folks who have made sour 
cream cooking so famous and 
who wrote many fine recipes for 
us had a very different kind of 
cream to work with than we have. 
Their cream rose to the top of 
crocks, was skimmed off almost 
pure cream having from 35 to 40 
percent butterfat content. 


But that was “sour cream”, not 
“soured cream” which we buy at 
our grocer’s today. The cream we 
get is soured particularly to sell 
for use in sour cream cookery, It 
is not cream that accumulates for 
butter production or some other 
use. This soured cream is really 
a fresh product but it is not 
nearly so rich as the old time 
sour cream, 


Sour Cream Spice Drops. 


Two and one-fourth cups all 
purpose flour, three-fourths tea- 
spoon soda, one-half teaspoon 
baking powder, one-half teaspoon 
salt, one-half teaspoon each of 
cloves and alspice, one-half tea- 
spoon cinnamon, one-third cup 
soft butter or margarine, one cup 
thick sour cream, one cup sugar, 
one egg, one-half cup raisins, if 
desired. 


Sift flour, measure and sift 
twice with the next five ingredi- 
ents. Let butter or margarine 
stand at room temperature until 
it is plastic. Cream butter and 
one-third of the sour cream thor- 
oughly. Add sugar gradually and 
continue creaming until the mix- 
ture is light and fluffy. Add egg 
and beat hard. Now add rest of 
cream and the flour mixture al- 
ternately. Fold in raisins at the 
last. Drop heaping teaspoonful of 
this stiff batter onto lightly oiled 
cookie sheet. Bake in a moder- 
ately hot oven (400 F.) for about 
10 minutes or until a toothpick 
stuck into the center will come 
out clean. Remove from sheet 
with pancake turner or spatula 
onto a cake cooler. When cool 
store between sheets of cello- 
phane or waxed paper in a cookie 
jar or under a cake cover. Makes 
about 40 cookies. 


Grandma’s Sour Cream Salad 
Dressing. 


(Good on any kind of salad but 
specially favored for cole slaw, 
sliced cucumbers, lettuce and 
sliced tomatoes.) 


Two yolks hard cooked eggs, 
one-half teaspoon salt, one-fourth 


teaspoon pepper, one teaspoon dry 
mustard, two teaspoons sugar, one 
cup thick sour cream, one table- 
spoon tarragon vinegar, one tea- 
spoon lemon juice, two table 
spoons salad oil, 


Cook eggs in simmering water 
for 25 minutes. Separate yolks 
from whites. (Let onlookers eat 
the whites on the spot or chop 
and add to the salad or the dinner 
gravy.) Put yolks through a sieve 
into the mixing bowl. Add next 
four ingredients and work with a 
spoon until well blended. Add 
sour cream gradually, beating 
constantly. Measure vinegar and 
lemon juice into sour cream jar 
and stir and rinse to remove all 
cream, add this to dressing and 
beat thoroughly. Last beat in 
salad oil, adding a few drops at a 
time. Turn into a clean jar, cover 
tightly and store in refrigerator 
until ready for use. This dressing 
should be used up within two or 
three days for it to have its finest 
fresh flavor. Makes one and one- 
half cups.
